MP ‘flipped homes and 
fiddled £ 60 k expenses’

FORMER Labour MP Margaret 
Moran claimed nearly her entire 
annual allowance in one bogus 
expense entry, a jury heard this 
week. 

The 57-year-old ex-Luton South 
MP submitted an invoice for 
£22,500 in August 2008 - just 
under the annual maximum 
expense allowance - to treat dry 
rot at her Southampton home, 
using the money instead to fund 
‘home improvements’, the court 
heard. 

Mrs Moran, who served as MP 
for Luton South from 1997 until 
the 2010 general election, is 
accused of falsely claiming 
around £60,000 in Parliamentary 
expenses between 2004 and 2008. 

On Thursday, Southwark Crown 
Court in London heard that she 
was able to make the dry rot 
claim by ‘flipping’ her two homes 
- changing which property was 
her second home and therefore 
allowing her to claim expenses on 
it. She also allegedly changed 
dates on invoices for the work so 
that the money would be paid. 

Prosecutor Peter Wright QC 
said: “In reality, she secured the 
cost of extensive home improve¬ 
ments, at an address in 
Southampton that was not then 
her second home, at public 
expense.” 

Mrs Moran is accused of falsely 
claiming thousands of pounds by 
submitting fake invoices. 

One in August 2007 was for 
£14,805 - apparently for boiler

repairs and work on her conser¬ 
vatory in her constituency home 
in Luton, when it was actually at 
her house in Southampton. 

On another fake bill for more 
than £4,000, address details given 
for a building firm were those of 
an elderly couple. 

Mr Wright said: “They relate to 
the home of an elderly couple 
with no connection whatsoever 
to Elite builders. 

“The invoice was a complete 
forgery. It was simply a means of 
pocketing £4,756.40 in public 
money” 

She also claimed more than 
£2,000 for a landline at her flat 
when there was no phone line fit¬ 
ted, the jury heard, and for carpet 
for three bedrooms for her one- 
bedroom Westminster flat. 

Mr Wright said: “It was rather a 
lot of carpet for a one-bedroom 
flat in London.” 

Mrs Moran, of Ivy Road, St 
Denys, Southampton, is accused 


of 15 charges of false accounting 
and six of using a false instru¬ 
ment over the claims for 
Parliamentary expenses. 

The former politician was found 
unfit to stand trial due to mental 
health issues, so proceedings are 
taking place in her absence. 

Rather than finding her guilty, 
jurors have to decide whether 
Mrs Moran did commit the acts 
alleged in the charges, and 
whether they amount to the 
offences with which she is 
charged. 

Mr Wright went through each 
count Mrs Moran is facing, detail¬ 
ing invoices she allegedly 
changed before submitting them 
to Commons authorities. 

She altered addresses to make it 
look as if she was making legiti¬ 
mate claims for her second home 
or constituency office, when they 
were to cover her personal costs, 
jurors heard. 

Mr Wright said: “She appears to 
have arranged for the taxpayer to 
foot the bill for repairs to which 
she was not entitled.” 

He told the jury: “Mrs Moran 
made, we say, a large number of 
false claims. Some of them were 
supported by bogus invoices that 
appear to have been created by 
her, or on her behalf, and submit¬ 
ted by her in the claims that were 
made.” 

He told the court Mrs Moran 
‘abused the scheme’, going as far 
as to resubmit expenses claims 
with different descriptions and 
supportive invoices if they were 
initially rejected.

CONTROVERSIAL MP 
Nadine Dorries will 
appear in the first episode 
of I’m A Celebrity... Get Me 
Out Of Here! - despite 
being told of her suspen¬ 
sion from the Conserv¬ 
ative Party. 

Ms Dorries, who repre¬ 
sents Toddington, Barton- 
le-Clay and Streatley as the 
MP for Mid Bedfordshire, 
decided to take part in the 
reality TV show despite 
being told about the disci¬ 
plinary action taken 
against her this week. 

ITV confirmed on Friday 
that Ms Dorries had been 
made aware that Tory 
Chief Whip Sir George 
Young had suspended her 
on Tuesday after she flew 
to Australia to take part in 
the jungle-based show, 


which will run daily from 
today and could see her 
away from constituency 
and Parliamentary duties 
for up to a month. 

On Thursday Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
was scathing about Ms 
Dorries’ decision to go. 

He said: “The Chief Whip 
took the view - and I back 
this completely - that she 
had made the decision to 
go out and do this pro¬ 
gramme and that meant 
she couldn’t be in 
Parliament, she couldn’t 
represent her constituents 
and I think people do 
expect MPs to be doing 
either one or two of those 
things, particularly when 
Parliament is sitting.” 

Ms Dorries, who earns 
£65,738 a year as an MP 
and will be paid up to 
£40,000 for appearing, is 
profiled as being afraid of 


‘rats and mice’, and citing 
Sir Winston Churchill as 
her ‘dream camper’. 

As the first serving politi¬ 
cian to compete in I’m A 
Celebrity, Ms Dorries says 
in her profile: 
“Westminster is a jungle. 
Game playing, tactics, 
strategies. In Westminster 
you achieve everything by 
vote. This is the same.” 

The ITV website adds: 
‘Nadine has clearly packed 
her Parliamentary debat¬ 
ing skills, warning her fel¬ 
low celebrities: I won’t 
deliberately start an argu¬ 
ment. But if anyone wants 
to take me on, I will be up 
for it.’ 

She adds: “As an MP, peo¬ 
ple view us with suspicion 
and that’s why I’m doing 
this; to break that down! 
Everybody hates politi¬ 
cians, whereas everyone 
loves a celebrity!”

She tried to claim £47 for 
printing 50 Christmas 
cards, but was told that 
greetings cards were not 
covered by Parliamentary 
expenses, the court heard. 

So she submitted a new 
invoice for the same 
amount, but this time for 
‘printing services’, jurors 
were told. 

Mr Wright told the court 
that Mrs Moran’s actions 
were dishonest and 
designed for her own gain. 

He said: “We say that the 
defendant did the alleged 
acts of false accounting 
and using a false instru¬ 
ment. The acts were dis¬ 
honest by the standards of 
reasonable and honest 
people.” 

He said that she had 
handed over ‘false infor¬ 
mation in the various 
claims submitted to the 
fees office by her, or on her 
behalf and with a view to 
gain for herself’. 

The trial was adjourned 
until tomorrow.

Church only whinge 
when we’re singing

AN ALMIGHTY row has bro¬ 
ken out between two church¬ 
es over ‘noisy’ gospel singing. 

Members of the Universal 
Church of the Kingdom of 
God (UCKG), based at The 
Mall in George Street, Luton, 
have complained the music 
produced by Upperview 
Ministries International - 
based on the floor above - is 
too loud. 

On Wednesday Luton 
Borough councillors agreed to 
allow Upperview to continue 
to use the second floor meet¬ 
ing room as a place of worship 
despite 23 objections. 

While UCKG members had 
raised issues about ‘noise and 
disturbance’ at the upper 


floor meeting room, there had 
been ‘no formal noise com¬ 
plaints’ about the site. 

A spokesman for UCKG said: 
“We are disappointed by the 
council’s decision - to grant 
change of use consent so that 
Upperview can operate in the 
unit over its HelpCentre - for a 
number of purely practical 
reasons relating to noise, 
security and likely overcrowd¬ 
ing. 

“We contacted the local 
authority over these matters 
and met the landlord to dis¬ 
cuss our concerns in April and 
August. We have been in 
touch with Upperview 
Ministries directly, but all to 
no avail. Linally we made a 
formal objection to the plan¬ 
ning application. 

“Members of our staff have 


heard this noise from as far 
away as the council offices. 

“Security is an issue as the 
main door to the building is 
sometimes left open and peo¬ 
ple have been running on the 
roof. 

“We also have concerns 
about overcrowding, having 
seen large numbers of people 
coming up to the second 
floor. 

“That said, the solution is a 
matter for the council and the 
landlord.” 

Bishop Addy Kasi, the 
founder of Upperview, said: 
“We don’t want to antagonise 
anyone but what we do hard¬ 
ly makes much noise and our 
church services are very 
short. 

“Anyone on the floor below 
cannot hear the noise. 


“The area itself has noise 
with surrounding shops so 
there is not much of an 
issue. 

“People are free to come to 
the church service that takes 
place at 10am on Sunday. 

“They can also come for the 
bible school that takes place 
on Wednesday. 

“We have youth events on 
Saturday and where we try to 
reach to young people, take 
them off the street and also 
help in the community.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The application was 
approved with additional 
conditions relating to no 
external amplified sound, 
limiting numbers of attendees 
and public worship to take 
place only within the confines 
of the building.”

Alert as van driver

POLICE are seeking help from 
the public after receiving a 
report of a man in a white van 
acting suspiciously after pulling 
up next to a 12-year-old school¬ 
boy. 

The driver of a high-top plain 
white ‘Transit’-type van 
approached the student in 
Putteridge Road at 3.20pm on 
Tuesday and asked him to get in.

Council’s pledge after care changes 


CHANGES to a home care service were approved 
this week. 

Councillors at Central Bedfordshire Council 
agreed the moves at its domiciliary care service, 
which caters for 1,000 residents. 

The decision was made at a meeting on Tuesday, 
with the authority stating that ‘the new approach 
is about increasing choice and providing the best 
quality service rather than saving money’. 

It also added that ‘there will be no reduction in 
the council’s spend on these services’. 


Currently, it is spending £8.2 million a year on 
contracting two care companies - who make up 
around 40 per cent of the provision - and contracts 
from around 40 providers which deliver the service 
when it is needed. 

According to the council, this has led to differing 
prices for residents. 

Each time care is provided it is treated as an indi¬ 
vidual contract. 

From May 2013 each provider will have to offer 
their service for a fixed price.

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Jobs under threat 
for 37 Comet staff

NEARLY 40 jobs at retail stores 
are at risk following the news 
that Comet has gone into 
administration. 

A total of 6,611 roles with the 
electrical goods retailer are under 
threat, including 22 full and part- 
time staff at Luton’s Gypsy Lane 
branch, and 15 full and part-time 
workers at the Dunstable store in 
the White Lion Retail Park. 

It is not known which of the 
Rickmansworth-based compa¬ 
ny’s 236 shops will close. 

Administrator Deloitte said it 
intends to keep stores trading 


during the administration while 
it tires to find a suitable buyer for 
the retailer. 

But it says the company has 
been hit by the uncertain eco¬ 
nomic environment and slow 
consumer spending. 

A statement published by the 
company said: “Despite signifi¬ 
cant investment in the business 
and the efforts of the experienced 
management team, Comet has 
struggled to compete with online 
retailers which have far lower 
overhead costs and can offer 
cheaper products.” 

Neville Kahn, joint 
Administrator and restructuring 
services partner at Deloitte, said: 


“Comet has been battling the 
changing landscape of the elec¬ 
trical retail sector for many 
years. 

“Our immediate priorities are 
to stabilise the business, fully 
assess its financial position, and 
begin an urgent process to seek a 
suitable buyer which would also 
preserve jobs. 

“In the meantime, all stores will 
continue to trade and all 
employees will continue to be 
paid. 

“We appreciate the coopera¬ 
tion and support from the man¬ 
agement, staff, customers, land¬ 
lords and suppliers at what is 
clearly a very difficult time.”

Closure threat to 
police ‘front desk’

THE front office of Houghton 
Regis police station may be 
closed as part of the force’s cuts. 

It isn’t clear whether the main 
desk at the building, in Sundon 
Road, would be shut permanent¬ 
ly or just at certain times of the 
day. 

The proposals were revealed at a 
Houghton Regis Town Council 
meeting, after reports that few 
visits are made in person to the 
station. 

Clare Evans, town council clerk, 
said: “Bedfordshire Police are fac¬ 
ing challenging times at the 
moment, trying to maintain good 
service delivery in the communi¬ 
ty while achieving financial sav¬ 
ings. 

“The town council understands 
the pressures the police are under 
and will continue to work with 
them to reduce crime and 



improve community safety as 
proposals come forward to 
achieve these savings.” 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokesman said: “Like all forces 
around the UK, we are looking at 
how to maintain front-line servic¬ 
es while having our central 
Government funding reduced by 
20 per cent and as a result we 
have to consider a number of cost 


saving measures as part of an 
ongoing financial review. 

“All areas of the service are being 
looked at and all options of how 
to cope with the reductions - 
which works out at approximate¬ 
ly £19million over a four year 
period. Given the scale of these 
cuts we have to be realistic about 
what the force can and cannot 
afford to keep.”

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School catchment 
areas facing chop

CATCHMENT areas could be 
abolished for all community and 
voluntary controlled schools. 

Proposals for a new approach, 
which was endorsed by Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s Executive 
on Tuesday, would aim to create 
‘a fairer’ and more transparent 
system for parents and carers to 
navigate their way through. 

If the new policy was approved, 
it would mean that from 
September 2014 places at an 
oversubscribed school would be 
allocated to children who meet 
three new criteria. 

This includes whether the child 
has been looked after and cared 
for by the council, whether the 
pupil has siblings at the school, 
and children living nearest to the 
school determined by straight

line distance from the pupil’s 
home address. 

Speaking ahead of the launch of 
the consultation, Cllr Mark 


Versallion said: “These proposed 
changes are about giving parents 
and carers more choice and put¬ 
ting in place a system which is 
fairer and easier to understand 
than the existing one. 

“By removing existing catch¬ 
ment areas, parents and carers 
will get the chance to express a 
preference for a school, rather 
than their options being confined 
by a boundary drawn up some¬ 
time in the past.” 

The consultation will start 
tomorrow and run until January 
21 . 

The full consultation document, 
which includes a range of fre¬ 
quently asked questions and a list 
of community and voluntary con¬ 
trolled schools within Central 
Bedfordshire, will be available 
from the council’s website at 
www. centralb edfordshire. gov. uk/ 
consultations 


New facility for under-fives is planned 


A NEW pre-school could be built to 
provide childcare for under-fives. 

Land at Tithe Farm Recreation 
Ground, in Tithe Farm Road, 
Houghton Regis, is being 
considered for either a stand-alone 
facility at Hillborough Crescent end 
or as part of a refurbishment of the 


existing pavilion. Town councillors 
on Monday pledged their 
preference for refurbishing the 
pavilion. 

Town clerk Clare Evans said: “All 
options are being considered. 
There are no plans currently drawn 
up specific to this site.” 


A spokesman for Central Beds 
said: “The Government is going to 
provide 15 hours of free childcare 
to two-year-olds from the most 
deprived families. We are looking at 
providing a number of new pre¬ 
schools, including one in the 
Houghton Regis area.”

AN ABANDONED former building society in Luton has 
been turned into an exciting art gallery. Lauren Archell 
speaks to curator Matthew Shaul about his vision for 
‘Departure Lounge’ and offering creative types in the 
town a place to show off their work. 


HIDDEN among the shops and 
restaurants of Luton town centre 
is something new. 

You may not have noticed it yet, 
but the former Woolwich building 
society in George Street has been 
turned into an art gallery called 
Departure Lounge. 

The space hopes to add what 
can already be experienced at The 
Hat Factory, the University of 
Bedfordshire and Luton Library 
Theatre, and help turn the town 
into a burgeoning cultural desti¬ 
nation for all. 

The gallery, which has been 
funded by the Arts Council, the 
Murray Barford Trust and Luton 
Economic Development Depart¬ 
ment, is the vision of curator 
Matthew Shaul, who believes it is 
in a perfect location. 

He explained: “Eve had experi¬ 
ence putting on exhibitions, 
mainly of photography, for 20 
years. I’ve often thought that 
Luton would be an ideal location 
to open a gallery like this, because 
it is so easily accessible, not only 
to local people but also nationally 
and internationally. 

“We put on two exhibitions in 
High Town earlier this year that 
were a huge success. 

“We are aiming for Departure 
Lounge to become a European 
hub for excellence in photogra¬ 
phy, contemporary and visual art. 

“Departure Lounge is keen to 
enrich the quality of local and 
regional visual arts provision by 
attracting global artists to deliver 
innovative exhibitions, intercul- 


tural exchanges and educational 
opportunities, while also provid¬ 
ing an exciting platform for the 
local community to experience 
contemporary art of the quality 
found at the Tate or the 
Photographers’ Gallery on their 
own doorstep.” 

The gallery has already proved 
popular with its opening exhibi¬ 
tions. 

Internationally-renowned pho¬ 
tographers Nancy Newberry, Jane 
Hilton, and Julie Cook were fea¬ 
tured in the ‘All That I Am’ exhibi¬ 
tion, while first year students 
from the University of 
Bedfordshire recently hosted a 
one night pop-up show. 

At the end of November, pho¬ 
tographer James Smith will be 
bringing his collection ‘London 
Overspill’ to the gallery, and 
according to Matthew it’s one to 
watch out for, as it features pic¬ 
tures of Luton. 

He said: “James has spent a lot 
of time in the area and has taken 
pictures that will show the town 
in a completely different way. 

“He’s a brilliant photographer 
and will make you see the place 
you live in in a new light.” 


Aside from such exhilarating 
exhibits, Matthew says that 
Departure Lounge is keen to build 
relationships that offer a range of 
internship and self-help opportu¬ 
nities for students and artists. 

He added: “Very soon we’ll be 
providing workshops for school- 
children from the area, and a 
Luton Theatre Group will also be 
using the space for weekly 
rehearsals. 

“We are really keen for this 
building to be a real resource for 
people, and see where that takes 
us. 

“I think we offer something dif¬ 
ferent to the Hat Factory and 
Carnival Arts Centre, which both 
do what they do very well. 

“Hopefully, there will be a 
chance for us to work together 
and do something really special. 

“Luton really has a chance to 
come together and become 
somewhere well known for the 
arts.” 

Although the gallery has only 
secured the George Street loca¬ 
tion until next spring, Matthew 
has assured Luton that he is in for 
the long haul. 

He said: “If we aren’t able to stay

PLANS to install two new class¬ 
rooms will cost £200,000 for a 
school seeking to extend its year 
group intake. 

Houghton Regis Lower School, 
in St Michael’s Avenue, wants to 
change from being a three to nine 
years lower school to a three to 11 
years primary school. 

Among other things, the pro¬ 
posals are aimed at ‘providing sta¬ 
bility, consistency and continuity 
for children in their primary 
years’ and targeting children who 
are ‘underperforming and 


exceeding in years five and six’. 

According to a consultation 
document on Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s website, 
year four children will be retained 
at school in 2013 to create a new 
year five group and the same will 
happen to year five children in 
2014 to create a new year six 
group. 

However, as the school has no 
current provision to accommo¬ 
date the new pupils, it needs to 
build two additional classrooms 
at an estimated cost of £200,000. 

It proposed that £120,000 of this 
will come from school funds with 
the remaining £80,000 being 


loaned to the school by the coun¬ 
cil. 

Under the plans the school’s 
capacity will increase from 225 
pupils and 52 part-time nursery 
places to 315 places and 52 part- 
time nursery places. 

■ St Mary’s Catholic Lower 
School in Dunstable Road, 
Caddington, has also submitted 
proposals to increase its age 
range from three to nine years to 
three to 11 years. 

The move will cost a total of 
£37,500 with plans to renovate a 
set of toilets and concrete over an 
area so an extra playground can 
be built.

Police driver says 
‘sorry’ for parking

A POLICE officer who illegally 
parked his car on the pavement 
was ‘responding to a street rob¬ 
bery’, Bedfordshire Police have 
said. 

Last month Luton on Sunday 
reported how the panda car had 
been left outside the police sta¬ 
tion in West Street, Dunstable, on 
September 30. 

At the time the police said they 
were looking into the incident, 
following a complaint from a 
member of the public, and this 
week the force revealed the officer 
involved was helping out the vic¬ 
tim of a robbery. 

The officer has since apologised 
for ‘any inconvenience caused’, 
with the police adding that ‘his 
intentions were honorable’. 

A spokeswoman for the force 
said: “We can confirm that the

marked police car was parked 
outside the front of Dunstable 
police station because the officer 
was responding to a street rob¬ 
bery that had just been commit¬ 
ted. 

“The victim and his mother had 
just reported it at the enquiry 
office of the police station and the 


officer was collecting them in 
quick time, in order to drive them 
around the area where the offence 
had happened to see if the 
offenders were still there and 
could be identified. 

“Speed was of the essence and 
the officer did not want to lose 
any more time and reduce the 
opportunities of finding the 
offenders. 

“The officer accepts that parking 
where he did may not have been 
wise and apologises for any 
inconvenience caused, although 
his intentions were honorable. 

“Unfortunately, the subsequent 
area search did not reveal the 
offenders.” 

She also said that the police 
receive “between six and ten com¬ 
plaints a year from the public 
about parking, which on investi¬ 
gation, are found to be for gen¬ 
uine police reasons, as was this 
one”.

REVIEW 

THE PHANTOM OF THE OPERA 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

Until Saturday, November 24 

SAY what you like about Andrew 
Lloyd Webber (but beware, the noble 
lord is enthusiastically litigious) he 
can write a good tune. 

There are at least three, not just good 
tunes but great ones, in his 1986 
musical, Phantom of the Opera. 

You will know them; like me, you 
might not know that you know them 
or where you know them from, but 
you will know them. 

The Music of the Night, All I Ask of 
You and The Angel of Music, sumptu¬ 
ously orchestrated and with soaring 
melodies, will have worked their way 
into your head at some point over the 
last few decades and as for the iconic 
theme tune, The Phantom of the 
Opera itself, who hasn’t held a party 
mask up to their face and sang that 
one line with varying degrees of 
ghostly overtones? No? OK, maybe 
that was just me then. 

The plot is, at heart, a love story. 
Based on the original French pot-boil¬ 
er by Gaston Leroux, a love-crazed, 
disfigured genius who has fled from a 
cruelly, non-PC world lives in the cat¬ 
acombs under the Paris Opera House 
which he regularly haunts in lieu of 
anything better to do. 

Falling in love with Christine Daae, a 
talented member of the operatic cho¬ 
rus, he decides to elevate her from the 
ranks and sets about boosting her 
career through a series of threats and 
Derren Brown-type tricks. 

Poor old Christine doesn’t have a 
choice in the matter and while her 
celebrity profile is undoubtedly raised 
enormously, the downside is that she 
is constantly in danger of being sung 
into submission by the overpowering¬ 


ly sexy voice and expressive hand ges¬ 
tures of the Phantom. 

In the end, it is less of a Beauty and 
the Beast love match and more an 
escape for Christine from the power¬ 
ful clutch of King Kong but you can’t 
help feeling for the tragedy of the piti¬ 
ful monster that is the Phantom once 
his mask and shiny black wig have 
been torn off - even though he has 
polished off a couple of stock villains 


along the way and frightened half the 
Paris Opera company out of their wits. 

The show ran and ran in the West 
End and this 25th anniversary tour is, 
by all accounts, an even better pro¬ 
duction. 

I don’t know, because I was a 
Phantom virgin - bit like Christine, 
really. And like Christine, I was huge¬ 
ly attracted to Earl Carpenter’s 
Phantom albeit while a shiver of dis¬ 


gust ran down my spine. It’s not the 
horribly scarred features or even the 
straggly, thinning hair underneath 
the sleek black wig; it’s rather the 
unpredictable rage of someone who 
you feel would turn on you should 
you so much as sing a bum note in his 
appallingly tuneless musical compo¬ 
sition. 

But what brings ‘em back for more 
every time is the sheer spectacle of 


the show. Andrew Lloyd Webber may 
have conceived of the idea and writ¬ 
ten the music but it is the set and cos¬ 
tume design that should take co-star¬ 
ring billing. A flight of steps that 
emerges from nowhere; a forest of 
candles that floats down from the 
roof; a boat that glides across a lake of 
swirling mist and a chandelier, poised 
above the audience that explodes in a 
shower of crackling light - this is the 
very stuff of great live theatre. 

And if the set design is awesome 
then the costumes in the big Act II set 
piece, Masquerade, complement it 
entirely. 

As for the company, director 
Laurence Connor has assembled a 
hugely talented cast who can sing, 
dance and act their way believably 
through what is, if not exactly grand 
opera, then Andrew Lloyd Webber’s 
very passable take on it. The aria writ¬ 
ten for seven voices in Act I, could 
easily be mistaken for any septet by 
Puccini. 

Katie Hall as Christine sings like an 
angel, looks delightful and acts with 
real credibility. 

Simon Bailey, as Raoul, her heroic 
suitor, is everything you’d want a res¬ 
cuer to be and Earl Carpenter, as the 
Phantom, while teetering on the 
brink of melodrama, is heart-stop- 
pingly charismatic. 

Musicals come and musicals go but 
the Phantom of the Opera seems to 
go on for ever. And quite right too. 

If you’re anything like me or 
Christine or the rest of the 130 million 
people who have so far seen the show, 
you’ll be completely seduced by it - 
and I guarantee you’ll leave the the¬ 
atre humming at least one of those 
great Phantom tunes.

The twin scroll turbo and variable 
valve timing system combines with 
direct injection to offer a decent 
compromise between performance 
and fuel economy. Finally, there's 
a 1.6-litre HDi diesel with 110bhp 
and identical torque to the 
turbocharged petrol unit. 

Peugeot has tweaked the look of 
today's 207CC, toning down the 
sometimes controversial front end 
styling that has been rolled out 
across its model range in recent 
years. The lines are better 
integrated around the nose but the 
main point of reference is that the 
fog lights which were mounted on 
the edge of the enormous grille are 
now housed in their own cutaway 
sections on either side. At the rear, 
LED taillights are an upmarket 
touch but visually, the overall feel of 
the car isn't dramatically different. 
The styling is still markedly more 
cohesive with the roof down than 
when it's up.A retractable metal 
roof makes packaging a nightmare 
and although the 207CC copes as 
well as any hard-top convertible of 
this size, rear legroom is still in 
short supply. The boot is just 187 
litres with the roof down but on the 
plus side, there's ample space for 
front seat occupants and holding a 
button down for 25 seconds is 
enough to raise or lower the 
canopy.

OPEN TO CHANGE 

The British have an irrational love of 
convertible cars. Just look at how 
many of them there are on the roads 
then at our average rainfall figures 
and you'll have all the evidence you 
need of that. Peugeot has tapped 
into this yearning for wind-in-the-hair 
travel more successfully than most 
manufacturers with its range of 
affordable folding hard-top models 
and today's 207CC is aiming to fight 
off competition from a number of 
pretenders to its throne. 

You'd better like 1.6-litre engines 
because the 207CC has three of 
them and that's as far as the choice 
goes. At least there's some decent 
variety within this outwardly samey 
line-up. The entry-level petrol 
engine is a 120bhp normally- 
aspirated 1.6-litre designed in 
partnership with BMW no less. 

This is the engine that will rack up 
most sales and the only one on 
offer with automatic transmission. 
It's also a variant of the next engine 
in the line-up, the 150bhp turbo 
1.6, albeit shorn of the 
turbocharger. Nevertheless it still 
looks quite punchy, delivering its 
maximum power at 6,000rpm and 
its peak torque figure of 163Nm at 
4,250rpm. The 150bhp 
turbocharged variant gets THP 
(turbo high pressure) branding 
and features a beefy peak torque 
figure of 244Nm from only 
1,400rpm. 


Sport and GT trim levels are 
available, with the Sport getting 16' 
alloy wheels, air-conditioning, 
remote central locking and electric 
windows with full one-touch 
operation of the driver's window. 
There's also ABS brakes with 
brakeforce distribution and brake 
assist. For a premium of around 
£1,500, the GT model adds 17' 
alloy wheels, ESP stability control 
and a number of other features. 

A five speed manual gearbox 
comes as standard but there's a 
four-speed auto available with the 
non-turbo petrol engine.Peugeot is 
a big name in the affordable 
convertible market and is intent on 
keeping things that way. 

Today's 207CC makes ownership 
of a small open-top car a 
refreshingly stress free proposition 
and does so in a package that now 
has a little extra visual identity, 
something that could be crucial 
to fashion-conscious buyers. 

There are obvious drawbacks 
associated with installing a folding 
metal roof within a supermini 
chassis but the 207 manages this 
as well or better than most 
of its rivals.

Nutley eyes big time

IT is just over two years since Ben 
Nutley made his first team debut 
for Northampton Saints in an LV= 
Cup game away to Saracens. 

Now, the Luton-born flanker 
hopes that this season’s Anglo- 
Welsh competition will provide him 
with the chance to get back into 
contention for a starting place. 

With Northampton’s top players 
away on international duty during 
the autumn internationals or rest¬ 
ed, the LV= Cup gives director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder the chance to 
blood some of the younger players 
coming through the Academy at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 


Nutley, now aged 20, was one of 
those who got that opportunity in 
2010, playing three times in the 
tournament following his debut at 
Vicarage Road. Even now, he can 
still remember what it was like step¬ 
ping on to the senior field. 

“I was very nervous,” said Nutley. 
“Sarries was where I was before I 
came here, so it was interesting. I 
remember going on to the pitch 
and thinking ‘this could be me’. 

“It was a good feeling, and we got 
a 23-23 draw that day so it was a 
good because we didn’t really get 
results down there back then.” 

Nutley’s decision to abandon a 
football career as a promising goal¬ 
keeper with Luton Town’s youth 
team for rugby has so far proven to 
be the right one. He has been 
capped by England at Under-19 


and Under-20 level, and last season 
made 22 appearances for the Saints 
first team. 

Until yesterday’s home Anglo- 
Welsh Cup pool match against 
Harlequins though, Nutley had yet 
to appear for them this season. He 
has been captaining the second 
team - the Wanderers - and recent¬ 
ly helped them into the Aviva A 
League semi-finals. 

“The A League has always been a 
tough competition. You’ve got the 
young lads coming through that are 
the future of English rugby and 
you’ve got the older lads who are 
stalwarts of the clubs or players 
coming back from injury. 

“It’s an interesting league - some¬ 
times it’s as physical and as intense 
as the Premiership.” 

He would much rather be playing 


first team rugby, although when the 
likes of England internationals Phil 
Dowson and Tom Wood, along with 
Calum Clark and South African 
summer signing GJ van Velze, are in 
your way then it is difficult. 

“Ask the young lads and we do 
look forward to the international 
players going away, but as a squad 
it’s sometimes harder,” said Nutley. 

“But we’ve got young players here 
who can step in and the LV= Cup is 
a stepping stone on to greater 
things. I started there two years ago 
and hopefully some of the lads that 
are making their debuts or coming 
off of the bench can do the same. 

“We’ve got a good Academy here, 
so for the players that have come 
through, they’re aiming to put in a 
good performance and keep knock¬ 
ing on the coaches’ door.”

Gray had chances aplenty to get 
the Luton back into the game, but 
somehow not one managed to 
find the goal. 

The striker was clear in the box 
with the keeper to beat when he 
got the ball stuck under his feet 
and the eventual effort went wide. 
Minutes later the 21-year-old 
missed a second sitter, slicing a 
header from Scott Rendell just 
past the post. 

It was clear it just wasn’t going to 
be Hatters’ day and the fans made 
their frustrations very clear, 
directing their boos towards man¬ 
ager Paul Buckle and director Gary 
Sweet following the game. 

Luton will now take a break from 
league action and hope for better 
luck in their FA Cup relay with 
Nuneaton Town on Tuesday 
evening.

’m sick of sight of Nuneaton,’jokes Buckle

PAUL Buckle joked he is “sick 
of” Nuneaton as he prepares to 
face their Conference rivals for 
the third time in a month this 
week. 

Luton travel to Liberty Way 
on Tuesday night for the FA Cup 
first-round replay and will be 
required to do very little 


homework on their opponents. 

The two sides met in the 
league at Kenilworth Road last 
month and then played out a 
1-1 draw in the cup at the same 
venue earlier this month. 

Luton have left it late twice 
against Kevin Wilkin’s side, 
scoring twice through Alex 
Lawless in the last four minutes 
to win the league match and 
then forcing a replay with a late 
equaliser from Jon Shaw. 

“It will be a tough game,” 
Buckle said. “I am sick of them! 


“I’m not really, course I’m not. I 
get on well with the manager 
there. It’s a big game for both 
clubs and being in the second 
round is big and then we face a 
team [Dorchester Town] who 
have already beaten a League 
Two side [Plymouth Argyle], I’m 
pleased we are still in the hat.” 

The winner of Tuesday’s tie 
will earn £3,000 and then have 
the carrot of a home tie in the 
next round and a chance to 
compete for £4,500 prize 
money. 


Buckle knows the money will 
come in handy as he bids to 
strengthen his team to 
compete on all fronts, 
particularly the promotion bid. 

“It certainly helps as it’s all 
good money,” Buckle said. “A lot 
of teams have come out of it 
unexpectedly and are feeling 
the pinch. 

“I want us to have a cup run. 
We saw off a tough one against 
Cambridge [in the fourth 
qualifying round], we went right 
to the wire against Nuneaton 


and this will be tough again. 
They have nothing to lose but 
hopefully they will come out at 
us at their place.” 

Buckle has added two new 
loan signings to his squad in 
the last month, bringing in 
Arnaud Mendy from 
Macclesfield and Jonathan 
Smith from York City. He has 
not ruled out further additions. 

“I always look to bring players 
in but I want a settled team,” 
Buckle said. “I think we are 
close now but it’s difficult. 


“We’ve got to get the balance 
right of getting enough height 
in the team. If you bring bigger 
players in they are not normally 
great on the floor but, at home, 
we need to have more mobile 
players than not mobile 
because we have to break 
teams down. 

“But then if you do that you 
are worried about a set play. I 
want to play a certain style so 
I’m looking to bring in and 
strengthen, but it has to be 
right.”

Buckle laments ‘worst 
game’ for a long while

LUTON Town manager Paul Buckle said 
he was disappointed with the perform¬ 
ance of his players, branding it the 
“worst day they have had in a long 
time”. 

The Hatters fell to their second succes¬ 
sive defeat, losing 2-0 to Dartford after 
conceding from two free kicks. 

“The two set plays have cost us dearly,” 
said Buckle. “It was a problem we had 
looked at and had watertight, but now it’s 
reared its ugly head. 

“Dartford never caused us a problem in 
open play, but we conceded two poor, 
poor goals and we deserved to lose the 
game because of those two things. 

“It’s the first time in a long 
while that I’ve been this dis¬ 
appointed, but there are still 
a lot of games to go and 
hopefully this is a one-off. 

“If we had been on a terri¬ 
ble, terrible run I’d be a wor¬ 
ried man. I’m not a worried 
man, we’re on a great run 
and we’re still right in there.” 

The defeat means the 
Hatters lie sixth in the table, 
but a win could have put 


them just one point off top. 

“It is frustrating that we’ve missed an 
opportunity to close the gap at the top,” 
said Buckle. “But there is still a lot to play 
for and we’ve got to be better. It’s difficult 
to put my finger exactly what wasn’t right 
but we just weren’t ourselves.” 

The manager also said he could under¬ 
stand the boos that rang around 
Kenilworth Road at the full-time whistle. 

“It’s difficult to take when we lose and 
we apologise to the supporters,” said 
Buckle. “The players know the pressure 
they are under, you can see it written all 
over them. But on the whole this year 
we’ve been value for money and we’ve 
got to get back to that. 

“It was a poor performance but we’ve 
got to be man enough to take it and move 
forward. 

“I’m going to remain calm and consis¬ 
tent and back the players.” 

Alex Lawless, who made his 
first appearance since sustain¬ 
ing an ankle injury in the FA 
Cup against Cambridge, said 
he understood the fans frus¬ 
trations. 

“It’s horrible to hear boos,” 
said Lawless. 

“It’s devastating when you 
lose - we want to win every 
game.”
